APA shelter to be closed

GRANITE CITY — Lack of money and 
volunteers is forcing the closing of the only 
private animal shelter in the city. 

Members of the Association for the Protec- 
tion of Animals voted Monday to close their 
animal adoption shelter at 5000 Old Alton 
Road and not to accept any further animals. 
The shelter will stay open until homes can 
be found for the remaining animals. 

“T hate to see it, really,” said APA Trea- 
surer Thelma Mitchell, ‘‘but, I have to 
admit, it’s the only thing we can do.”’ 

Expenses to maintain the facility and care 
for the animals total up to $2,000 a month, 
Mitchell said. The»group has approximately 
$4,000 in the bank, she said. The state-regu- 
lated facility receives no state, county or 


Possibly reopen. One fund raising idea, dis- 
cussed at Monday’s meeting, is a léfter cam- 
paign soliciting donations. 

Margaret Fisk, adoption supervisor, said 
there was little public response to a’ story 
concerning the APA’s problems that 
appeared recently in the Press-Record and 
on Channel 2. 

Fisk doesn’t know how long it will take to 
place the 18 dogs and 40 cats at the shelter 
into homes, she said. 

“J just don’t want to see them destroyed,” 
Fisk said. 

Abandoned dogs and cats will now go to 
the Madison County Rabies Control, where 
animals are killed each Thursday, she said.

One reason is that older 
bodies often do not adjust to 
change in temperature as 
quickly as ‘ used to, so elder-

v. many older people are 
on fixed incomes, so they are 
more likely to. turn down’ their 
thermostats in order to econo- 
mize 

When internal body tempera- 
ture drops to 94 or 95 degrees, 
the blood vessels near the skin 
surface narrow in an attempt to 
reduce the loss of body heat. 
Muscles begin to tighten to pro- 
duce heat. 

If the body temperature con 
tinues to drop, ‘the patient will 
begin to shiver. The shivering 
will continue until the tempera- 
ture drops to about 90 degrees.

The 
most concentrated source of cho- 
lesterol is the egg yolk.Labora- 
tory analyses show that one 
large yolk has about 270 milli- 
grams of cholesterol. For this 
reason, it is recommended that 
no more than three egg yolks be 
eaten per week.
